CURRICULUM  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Curriculum  Committee  is  composed  of  both  faculty  members 
and  students  who  are  presently  meeting  every  two  weeks.  The 
group  has  the  following  terms  of  reference; 

1.  To  review  and  evaluate  course  curricula. 

2.  To  make  recommendations  to  Council  Curriculum  Committee 
regarding  changes  or  revisions  in  curricula  fallowing 
presentation  at  staff  meeting. 

3.  To  organize  sub-committees  and/or  ad  hoc  committees  when 
necessary  for  specific  purposes  related  to  curricula. 

I4..  To  receive  and  net  upon  recommendations  from  individuals 
or  .--.groups,  (e.g.  teams.) 

5.  To  recommend  policies  for  program  development. 

6.  To  develop  curricula  for  such  programs. 

One  of  the  major  topics  for  discussion  in  meetings  so  far  this 
year  hod  been  the  report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  Faculty  on 
Integration  of  Baccalaureate  Courses.  This  committee  was  formed 
in  December,  1971  to  examine  the  question  of  integrating  the  under¬ 
graduate  courses.  Considerable  study  and  thought  has  been  placed 
behind  the  following  recommendation  from  the  committee. 

’’That  the  Post -Basic  program  as  it  now  exists  be 
discontinued  and  that  students  holding  a  Diploma  in 
Nursing  who  are  applying  to  the  Basic  Program  bo  con¬ 
sidered  as  regular  applicants.  Because  of  their  back¬ 
ground,  processing  through  the  Admissions  Committee 
would  bo  within  the  category  of  'other1  students  who 
do  not  come  from  Grade  Xiii.  It  is  also  recommended 
that  the  ceiling  of  undergraduate  admissions  be  re¬ 
viewed  in  light  of  the  above  motion.” 

The  recommendation  was  discussed  by  the  Curriculum  Committee 
and  then  proceeded  to  the  faculty  meeting  in  December  as  a  first 
step  towards  actually  bringing  such  a  change  into  effect.  The 
faculty  voted  to  accept  the  recommendation  so  that  it  will  now 
proceed  to  Faculty  Council  and  if  accepted  there,  to  the  appropriate 
bodies  of  the  Governing  Council, of  the  University.  As  this  in¬ 
dicates  it  is  not  certain  that  these  changes  will  occur  as  it  must 
pass  through  many  committc:  s  and  be  studied  in  much  more  detail 
along  the  route  to  actual  change. 

Other  specific  tasks  for  the  Curriculum  Committee  for  this 
year  center  around  examination  of  how  the  components  of  the  Nurse 
Practitioncs  Course  could  be  included  in  the  Basic  program, 
examination  of  the  administrative  component  of  the  nursing  process, 
exploration  of  the  definition  of  'core',  and  examination  of  the 
leadership  component  of  the  A.P.G.  &  E.  Care  thread. 

Any  comments  from  members  of  the  student  body  would  be  apprec¬ 
iated  and  considered  during  future  mootings.

Health  Science  Faculty  Student  Council 
"Interdisciplinary  Education" 


On  Wednesday  evening  January  17th .  Dr  John  Evans  President 
of  the  University  of  Toronto  spoke  to  the  Health  Science 
Faculties  on  "Interdiscip.'  inary  Education". 

Dr  Evans  spolre  of  the  assumptions  about  team  work  namely 
that  there  is  some  validity  to  the  concept  of  team  work  in  the 
delivery  of  health  care  but  there  is  too  little  evidence .  The  team 
concept  will  have  some  input  on  the  delivery  of  health  care..  There 
will  have  to  be  an  impact  on  those  in  the  health  field  already 
Dr  Evans  then  discussed  the  changes  necessary  for  changes  in 
health  delivery.  The  e  has  to  be  a  change, of  attitude  by  those 
professionals  already  in  the  health  field,  more  continuing  education 
for  those  already  employed  within  the  health  ciences  and  incentives 
for  those  in  the  practice  setting  outside  of  the  active  treatment 
hospital.  The  competition  among  professions  has  to  be  changed  and 
the  focus  put  on  health  More  effective  use  of  professional  resources 

The  problem  of  interdisciplinary  education  on  campus  are  the 
gepgraphical  separtion  of  the  health  faculties;;  professional  identity 
independence  and  rivalries;  and  fear  of  dominance  by  the  medical 
profession  This  last  problem  was  probably  valid  in  the  past.  There 
is  a  lack  of  a  common  base  level  for  similiar  knowledge  by  the 
different  professions  because  of  differing  orientation  -  either 
for  disease  or  health.  It  was  found  in  interdisciplinary  education 
that  has  been  tried  that  education  was  of  a  low  common  denominator 
leading  to  boredom  of  all  students.  There  has  been  an  increase 
towards  large  classes  and  the  needs  of  everyone  were  not  met  'bj  t r 
trying  to  please  everyone.  There  are  different  levels  of  maturity 
among  staidents.  Some  professions  have  a  limited  interest  in  the 
health  field  and  do  not  want  to  get  too  involved.  Experience  is  va 
varied  hospital  for  some  while  others  focus  wo thin  the  community, 
therefore  thmre  is  no  clinical  situation  for  interrelating  the 
various  health  personnel. 

The  possible  common  areas  of  multi-professional  education 
for  health  care  are  facilities  projects  and  experiences.  The 
planning  for  these  must  be  done  to-gether  with  a  common  organizatiobal 
base  but  not  necessarily  a  physical  area.  A  budget  is  required  and 
each  faculty  could  contribute  somu  money-  a  very  small  percentage. 

Opportunities  are  limited  for  sharing  at  the  early  stages  of

education.  Sharing  can  be  achieved  with  increased  opportunity 
at  the  post  -  graduate  level  in  order  to  understand  the  unique 
contribution  of  each  profession  and  to  increase  respect  of  the 
professions  for  each  other. 

After  this  very  informal  talk  was  given,  Dr  Ivans  was  asked 
several  questions  related  to  the  topic  be  members  of  the  audience. 
Refreshments  were  served  following  in  the  luunge  wgere  again  Dr. 
Evans  was  available  for  discussion.

it  was  ’’Aspirin  gr.  x,  q4  hrs.” 

Help  me.  Lord,  to  understand  other  nurses.  Help  me  to  see  them  as  oersons  with 
problnes  of  their  own,  as  oersons  with  abundant  goodness  in  them.  And  if 
one  fusses  at  me  along  the  way,  help  me  to  realnze  that  perhaps  she,  too, 
is  struggling  with  her  own  heavy  load. 

And,  please,  oh  please.  Lord,  don’t  let  me  blame  other  shifts  for  work  that  didn’t 
get  done*  Or  don’t  let  me  blame  other  nurses,  Lake  me  accent  my  share  of 
the  responsibility  when  the  ^oing  nets  rough.

Let  me  remember  that  nurses  everywhere  are  struggling  against  odds,  and  let 
me  think  of  the  nurses  who  are  trying  to  improve  the  profession,  and  let  me 
support  them.  Be  kind  to  the  nurses  who  are  overworked  and  underpaid,  and 
help  them  maintain  the  high  standards  of  the  profession.

Dear  Lord,  if  ever  I  have  to  do  mouth-to-mouth  resuscitation,  please  be  there  to 


help  me  to  know  exactly  what  to  do.
